ceedings on the m^or^generda bad led men to inspect) 
many of the most weighty Comultationi of the govern- 
mcjit of the protectorate were not Jielil in ihe council 
chamber. 

The great author of the plot at the sune time professed 
otter igtiarance and unconcern iboni it ! btreuglbcned 
by the oppoutluD of inch inrn oa [jinbert and Fleet- 
woodt h wonliJ seem that on (he second or third day of 
ihe debatCp which wai regularly contiuued an each Bectiou

If the pTC^nt |iarliament lud 
been cnilcdj it waa in opposiiLOti to hii individuil Judg¬ 
ment; if the blllj whidi proved so injiiriowi to the 
maJor^gctiermUj hjul boon brought Into the hotivc^ it wai 
contrary to hii ulvicc.
